I have for the entire time I have been nere been Observing as 
closely as I could the general conduct of the natives here in 
regard to their means of living, labor, etc., and I am fully sat- 
isfied from their state of dependence upon the white man that some 
Governmental provision will have to be made for them sooner or 
later, and that some trustworthy man will have to be empowered 
under proper restrictions ani penalties for misconduct to control 
the trade of the people before the liquor traffic or the present 
system of prostitution can be broken up. 

It is a national disgrace that matters are permitted to run in 
their present rut or channel, as it puts every ship-master ina 
situation to do just as he pleases, whether it be good or bad, and 
the most strenuous efforts of the command er of the cutter will be 
of little avail, as he can be at this point only a few days, and 


after he departs is when their worst deviltries are perpetrated.

The “bone” the natives have to sell is sold on board the ships, 
and the major part of that is bought with liquor, one bottle of 
the stuff being sufficient to buy from 50 to 100 pounds of bone, 
and the same means will prostitute one-half the girls and nee 
tenths of the women on the beach, and the results are the enormous 
mortality of this people. The death-rate is such that, were it 
not that the purchase of children is so frequent, in fifteen years 
there would not be a native of this village left to tell the tale 
Or mark the spot with his “igaloo". Some, in fact, mmy of them 
are now in an almost helpless condition from the workings of these 
curseSe ; 

As an example, take “Oonaliana", styled by Lieut. Ray the 
"Prince of the Week", and at that time the best fitted native on 
the beach for prosecuting his native work, See to what he has 
come.

Several whiskey mines have been struck along the Bes and in 
camden Bay since the ships left here last October, 

One was a large cask containing some flour but far more liquor
